Hat Liſts of Refiants within all Pariſhes be duly conſerved from Moneth to Moneth, of all per- 
ſons between the ages of 16. and 60. carefully regiſtred according to their Names, Qualities, 
and Profeſſions, not only of men, but alſo of Widows and Maids, living at their owne hands; 
this to be performed by the Church-wardens, Overſeers for the poore, Conſtables and Head- 
boroughs, and to be atteſted by the next Juſtice of the Peace, High- Conſtable, or two of the 
Committee - men of the pariſh, or neereſt adjoyning. 


2, That from out of the faid Lifts, the Watches for the ſaid pariſhes ſhall be rayſed (as oe- 
caſion requires for day or night) and ſo numbred and appointed all along the yeare, as every 
Reſiant as aforeſaid, may watch, or find a ſufficient Watchman in his turne, and not further, 
but as the turne comes ſooner or later round, by occaſion of the more often or more numerous 
watches through the yeare, 

3. That the names be ſo ordered upon the appointment of the Watches, as that a part of 
them may bee armed with Muskets and halfe Pikes, when any Juſtice of the Peace, or 
Conſtable (ball Command the ſame.

4+ That from out of the ſaid Reſiants, a particular ſelection be made of their names, who have ſhewed their affections to conſerve their 
Countrey, their neighbours and themſelves, by ſubſcription to find Armes for horſe or foot ſouldiers, with the numbers and kinds of the 
ſaid Armes. 


5- That every able bodye&>wan betweene the Ages aforeſaid be liſted again together, to ſerve as they ſhall be c 


effjanded with Armee 
of their ou ne, or appointed for them, 


6. That no man be leſt out of this laſt direRed liſt, or exempted in the caſe, but by ſuſpenſion for, or in regard of ſome peculiar imploy- 
ment of greater conſequence to the publique, allowed by the Collonel of the Regiment in that part of the County, or otherwiſe by two 
Deputy-Lievtenants. 


7. That all not able of body, with Widows and Maids at their owne hand, as aforeſaid, be conſidered to furniſh ſomewhat the more in 
any Aſſeſſement, or charge towards the ſouldiery, or Magazine of ammunition for the County. 


8. That the Commanders in the Afiliia ſhall obſerve diligence and care in their ſeverall charges, and in their ſeverall degrees. As the 
Deputy-Lievtenants over the Colonels, they over their Field officers and Captaines, and thoſe over inferiour officers and ſouldiers, ſo up- 
wards in all obedience according to diſcipline of Warre. ; 


9. That if any ſouldier ſhall not appeare upon ſummons, or ſhall abſent themſelves from this ſervice without leave of his Officer, or 
ſhall wilfully ſpoyle or imbeazill his Armes, or be diſorderly, or if any ſhall receive ſuch his Armes, ſuch offendors to be puniſhed by fine 
or impriſonment, ſuch impriſonment not exceeding ten dayes, or fine xx«ſhillings for any ſuch offence to be levyed by diſtreſſe, and ſale of 
ſuch offendors goods according to the Ordinance. 


10, That appeale to the Higher power ſhall alwayes be accepted, but the more diſtant appeale,as from the inferiour ſouldier to the Dep. 
t / Lievtenants or Collonel, ſhall be the more blamed or puniſhed, in caſe he or they prove, and be judged more troubleſome then wronged, 


11. That the Captaines, under Officers and ſouldiers of each Regiment, ſhall enter into halfe pay for their dayes of Exerciſe of every 
Company, aſſoone as each Regiment ſhall be compleated with their Liſts of Officers and Souldiers ; Provided that the ſaid dayes of Exer- 


ciſe, exceed not the number of 26, dayes through the whole yeare. 


Temching the Extention of halfe pay to the Liſted Trayned-Band ſowldier:, aſwell as to the Captaines and Officers , it i agreed fitting, 

I. That — Companieæſhall be fre — into a ſelection of the oe or more — conditioned, 2s chat 120. in number ſhall 
be the reſerved Band under every Captaine. 140, for the Serjeant Major. 160. for the Liertenant Collonel, and 200. for the Collonels Com- 
pany, who ſhall have their halfe pay, together with their Officers for 26. dayes Exerciſe within the yeare, The Captaines and Committees 
within each Lymit with approbation of the Collonel to affix the ſeverall pay from time to time; That the ſupernumerarles that ſhall ariſe 
— * limits of each Company, being received, or appointed to find, or weare Armes, ſhall be in protection, and under the ſame 

inmand, 

2. That where the ſaid Captaines and Committees thinke fit co Lyſt any number of youth that may be willing to exerciſe, they ſhall be 
received into Conſideration, as they appeare to deſerve for their numbers and induſtry, 


Laſtly, Touching the Certificats for Souldiers and Officers without Commiſſions to ſhew their Condition, It is agreed, That every ſoul- 
dier and officer ſhall have Certificars from his Collonel ( ſuch as were ſhewed to the Committee ) with impreſſion of his Eſcutchion of 
Armes, and under the hand of his Capraine, and Secretary of the Regiment, for which the ſouldier ſhall pay vj.pence out of bis next fol 
lowing pay allowed, and xij. pence for every Officer or Gentleman of each Company; Two parts of which fees ſhall be to che Secretary 
of the Regiment, and one third part to the Clerke of the Band, in which ſuch ſouldier or Officer is.
